Currently, claims 1,4, 16-18, 20-26, 28-30 are pending. 



Reasons for Allowance 



3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The claims are drawn to methods of genotyping individuals for SNP1 3, an 
insertion of a G at position 248 of SEQ ID NO: 5 or an insertion of a C at position 294 of 
SEQ ID NO: 6 and indicating the presence of SNP1 3 is diagnostic of or predictive of 
susceptibility to the clinical subtype of Crohn's disease characterized by fibrostenosing 
disease. 

Applicants have filed a 1 .131 declaration on November 25, 2009 stating that the 
claimed invention was conceived and reduced to practice in the United States prior to 
February 8, 2002. As evidence applicant cites that a manuscript, from which the Abreu 
journal article arose was received by the publisher on February 8, 2002. The 
manuscript was also accepted by the publisher on March 1 6, 2002. The rejections 
under 102(a) of Ahmad and Radlmayr have been overcome. 

A declaration under 1 .132 was filed on October 9, 2008 as a Katz type 
declaration. The publications of Abreu (Vol 123 Reference and the Vol 122 Reference) 
are not by another. 
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Applicant found an association between SNP13 and the clinical subtype of 
Crohn's disease characterized by fibrostenosing disease. The association was 
replicated by Radlmayr and Ahmad. 

The art neither taught nor suggested the association of SNP13 and the clinical 
subtype of Crohn's disease characterized by fibrostenosing disease prior to the instant 
invention.
